Gouernonrs men get wntothemſelues, Foras byTullies teſti- 
monie, Such as the Princes are inthe Common wealth , ſuch 
commonly are the Swbietts of the ſame. $0 is italſoin the 
proofe of our experience. That looke what manner of perſons 
they are that rule the princes, ſuch ordinarily alſo are the Prin- 

Now thereare two forts of men, which by their win- 
ding in{inulation doe creepe into Princes,and which will, 
itthey ſhut not vp the way betime, poſletJe them, and fo 
viurpe vntothemlelues all Authorine and Rule, Fawonrites 
and Flatterers, 

Theformer, are as it were borne together with them,

loſt her Maſter, is left tothefurie of the windes, and the 
violence of the waues, and runnes quickly ypon ſhelues 
androckes where receiuing one blow after another, ſhee 
isin the end daſhed all co peeces : Inthevery ſame maner 
ifany State bee miſgouerned by the furious violence of 
outragious Fawewrites, it cannot be, but it muſtneedes bee 
dangerouſly daſhed,ſomewhile heere,another while there, 

and ſo bee ſhaken to peeces andytterly periſh, Which 

fearefull cuent,lithit is fully confirmed by the memo 

of freſh examples, I will ſpare to illuſtrate any further wit

_ rers,whoin old timeinthe Greeke Empire were Ennuches, 

and in the Rowan, forthe molt what Freedmen, becauſe

Theſe with the caſt of their eyes, the carrying of their - 
bodies, their {ſmoothing words, their obſcquious ſeruice, 
their yeelding all ſhewes of doing honour, and with ſixe 
hnndred other more hidden, but more hurttull Arrs doe 
in/nuate themſclues intothe fauour of Princes, and doe 
exatly humourthem in alltheir appetites ; and bytheſe 
trickes doe molt firmely binde the Princes vatothem, and 
doewell neere bring them into vallallageto themſclues, 

And afteroncethey haue thus gottenthe potſeſhon of 
their Princes, they pretend their authority in alltheir pro- 

ceedings,and domoſt things aftertheir owneliking,make 

and vamakelawes at their pleaſure,and ſharing as it were 
the powerwith them,they ey them nothing but the ipe- 
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cious name and title; and take all rule and autho riey is | 


chemſelues. With this ſort of fellowes the firſt torarchies 
the Aſrian and the Perſian, were exceedingly peltered : 
where whea once their _ had drowned themſeluesin 
| beaſtly pleaſures, and had thutthemſelues vp from alt ac. 
celſe and ſpeech of theirſubieRs ; theſe fate at the ſterne of 


the ſtate, and managed all publike aftaires after their owne | 


lewdluſts. Diucrs alſo arerecorded inthe Roman tories

_ with Tiberins, Narciſſus and Pallas with Claudirg, Laco and 
Feellus with Galba, Plantianu,with Seneriuns, and whole re- 
gimets ofimperious /eraaxts,which daily garded the Pare. 


eide Phoeas, And albeitthe imperious rule of all theſe,was 


neither conltant nor ot long continuance, and their ends 
-for the molt part tragicall (forthe mindes of the Princes 

ſtillalrered by lictle and lietle, and in the end werevrrerl 
alienated from them,belids that alſo the hate ofthe ool 
did cuen breakevioleatly in ypon them) yet (till hid the 
ſubie&t ſuſtaine jr:finite hurt by their meanes; and from 
' thencealſowas raiſed a mighty ſtorme of heartburning 
&hate agaitſt the Prince; themſelues; Becauſe it is the du- 
ty of Princes not only to doeno wrong themſelus , butalſo 
to prouide, that other do none;that are about them, Owr 
Illaftrions Eleftor FREDERIK E doth not in his high mind 
allow,or in his practiſe admit either Faworite or Flatterer to 
rule about him, 'His prayeris that the L, /chowa, the God 
of Hoſts, Creatour of heauen and earth, and Lord of Lords, 
may bee his Gowernowr, from whoſe gift hee hath receiued 
liteand breath and all things,by whoſe grace heftiles him- 
ſelte Palatine of Rhene,one of the ſenen Ele Hors of rhe Empire 
Dutlg of B auaria, Neither ſhould that ſeeme (trange toany, 
For God. onely is that moſt wiſe Governoxr, who knowes 
to giue, and doth affoord to his true lighe in darkenetle, 
found aduice inall doubts, perfeR iſſue in all dangers, 
Healſois moſt iuſtand gffers injury tonone, but _—_— 
ers 
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"feers equity vncoall withoue partjall affeion: Heis moſt _ 

7 euer ready to doe good, pouring downe vypon 
 allche infiniceabundanceof his ever flowing goodnelle ; 
Heis molt powerfull, and defends and delivers all his, with 
the trengrh of his A/»ighty arme. Andas hebeſtowes vp - 
on other Subieds his C/ents, theſe his vertues for their 
- good, ſoalſo ypon Kings and Princes fortheir ſafery, And 
Flic he triumphes in this Elzgrie aboue others, that vato 
thoſe his Deputies, he performes manifold and great mercier, 
\.and that he exeresſeth hu bounty towards his annoynted ones, 
&hath made them Sacred, and Geas among menzand wil 
notendure them to be abuſed either with rea//violence, or 
with verba/lreproach. Moreouer, therule of this Gemernor 
isaliveet yoake and a light burden, which is neither heauy 
toany that are vnderit, nor yet preſſes any thatputthem- 
ſeluesto beareit, It doth not derogate from the Maieſty 
of Princes, for it is that which exaltes them to a further 
height pf mote ample honor,as making them neerer vato 
God.
